T 


HE republican party went into power 
in 


1920 as a result of national feeling against 


the League of Nations based upon sentiment 
created by republican propaganda. 
In its cam- 


paign the party capitalized 
American 
anti- 


pathy to entangling alliances 
with 
Europe, 


based upon an idea 
of 
George 
Washington 


which that hero did not/live to revise under 
modern conditions. 
It was our thought at 


the time, and continues to be, that since Amer- 
ica could not keep out of wars created 
by 


Europe's own entanglements, it would be bet- 
ter to get in and try and prevent 
war 
by 


straightening out the entanglements. The last 
European entanglement cost us $50,000,000,000 
and 60,000 men, when had we stood with Great 
Britain in serving notice on 
Germany that 


Austria must not be assailed, it is probable 
there would have been no war at all. 


When ^he issue between Turkey and Eng- 


land arose, less than two weeks ago, this news- 
paper suggested that should the conflict 
as- 


sume the proportions of a world war, we would 
again be drawn into it, because as a commer- 
cial nation interested in every sea route and 
every market in the world, our interests would 
be so involved that we could not refrain from 
participation, especially should Christendom 
find itself arrayed against the Mohammedan 
world. 


On Tuesday Charles Evans Hughes, Amer- 


ican secretary of state, announced to the world 
that the United States stands "unequivocal" 
with England and other nations who demand 
that the waters leading into the Black Sea shall 
be an open door to all nations. 


A few years ago we declared for the open 


door in China. Almost to the extent of the 
Monroe Doctrine it has become a standing 
American policy. Our diplomacy has made it 
plain that this is a thing to maintain which 
Uncle Sam would unsheathe the sword. 
In 


his declaration regarding the Dardanelles and 
Bosphorus Mr. Hughes has put this new open 
door upon the same plane as the open door in 
China. 


Our administration at Washington believes 


that this declaration will be sufficient to induce 
the Turks to consent to the open door policy. 
Turkey knows what we did when finally drag- 
ged into the last war. When the late Col. Roose- 
velt gave the Turkish government a few hours 
to liberate an American citizen held prisoner by 
a Turkish bandit, the Sultan "stepped lively." 
It is presumed that Turkey has a wholesome 
regard for our military strength. 


But supposing Kemal Pasha "stands pat," 


and British guns bark in the neutral 
zone? 


Supposing that wherever it exists, Islam rises 
against the Christian? Supposing nation after 
nation becomes involved, and that the untold 
might of Russia backs the Turks in a new 
world war? 


Already Mr. Hughes 
has 
injected 
the 


United States into the "entanglement." How 
can it stay out of the war, if a world war 
comes? Will it abandon its unequivocable de- 
mand for the open door through the sea of Mar- 
mora? Will it permit a combination of agnos- 
tic bolshevism and fanatical Mohammedism to 
raid modern civilization and seal seas and sea- 
ports against our ships and our business? 


Perhaps we have spoken in time, but with 


Turkey flushed with victory, the Greek gov- 
ernment overthrown, France and Italy out of 
accord with England, and the latter already 
showing weakness by making surprising con- 
cession, this is not what the American sporting 
world knows as a "cinch." 
Through 
mem- 


bership in the League of Nations we might 
long ago have used an ounce of prevention. 
Having failed to do this, we may be later called 
upon for a pound of cure.

We sell Asia and South America less than they 
sell us. Logically the situation should be re- 
versed, for it's only by importing more than 
we export that we can ever hope to get back 
what we have loaned Europe.

MADISON, Wis.—The state 
tax 


commission, whose duty it is to ad- 
minister the income tax law, is daily 
called upon to make rulings or in- 
terpretations of the law. 
This week 


a law firm writing to the commfs- 
sion asks whether under the present 
inheritance tax law, Ch. 568, Laws 
of 1921, a widow being entitled to 
an exemption of 125,000, the next 
$25,009 which she recieves is sub- 
ject to an inheritance tax of 2 per 
cent or 4 per cent. 
The commission 


held that the widow is chargeable 
with a rate of 4 per cent upon the 
second $25,000 or any part thereof 
which 
she 
receives. 
The statute 


makes the primary rate of 2 per cent 
applicable only to the first $25,000, 
less the exemption.—Sec. 72-4. The 
exemption of $25,000 to the widow 
in the ordinary case exhausts the en- 
tire amount subject to the primary 
rate; and the second $25,000 is sub- 
ject to the secondary rate of- 4 per 
cent, in precisely the same manner 
as in the case of a child. There are 
certain cases where the property of 
the decedent is located within and 
without the state, and where the ex- 
emption to the widow is apportioned 
under the provisions of Sec. 72.11 
(5). In such cases the widow has an 
apportioned exemption of less than 
$25,000; and in such cases she is en- 
titled to a rate of 2 per cent upon 
what she receives of Wisconsin pro- 
perty in excess of the exemption, and, 
o£ course, to a rate of 4 per cent up- 
on the excess over $25,000 up to 
$50,000.

arises, in the Paris conference days 
the Bulgarians, supported by the 
American 
representatives and 
by 


Frank Polk, who represented us in' 
Europe later, strove, to retain their 
narrow facade upon the Aegean and 
their single port of Dedeagatch. This 
•territory finally fell to Greece with 
Adrianople and the whole of Thrace 
under the settlement of Sevres. Now, 
however, since Thr,ace is to go to Tur- 
key, 
the Bulgarians 
are renewing 


their demands for Dedeagatch. 
In losing eastern Thrace Greece 


•will have to surrender a territory of 
some eight or nine thousand square 
miles, an area about equal to that 
of New Jersey, -with a population of 
something more than 600,000. While 
the Greek element in this district is 
probably the most numerous and the 
Greek tradition, unnvjstakable, there 
are still many Turks * the center and 
many Bulgars in the north. 


Just before the first Balkan war 


Greece had a population of 2,500,000, 
when ttte world war had been liqui- 
dated. Greece had expanded her Eu- 
ropean population to nearly R.000.000. 
while her possession of the Smyrna 
district in Asia Minor added still an- 
other 2.000,000. As 'a result of the 
changes which are now practically 
certain, the Greece of 
Constautine 


will have to surrender at least half of 
the territories won 
by 
Venizelos. 
Smyrna is lost and. eastern Thrace as 
good as lost, probably in the end 
Greece trill find herself with some 
five millions of people, that is about 
twice her population of ten years ago 
arid with her area similarly Doubled. 


But if Bulgaria regains her strip 


on the Aegean simple justice would 
demand that Greek claims in northern 
Epirus and in the Aegean islands 
should be recognized. Yet it is unfor- 
tunate for Greece that while France 
seems to back the Bulgarian claims to 
JDedeagatch Italy resolutely opposes 
Greek rights in the islands and in 
Epirus as well. What the Italians de- 
sire is to see Greece reduced to the 
smallest conceivable limits, what the 
French, are interested in is inter- 
posing a strip of Bulgarian territory 
between tie 
Greeks and the new 
Turkish frontier, that is a. new bar- 
rier to Greek advance to Constantino- 
ple.

the Turk be permitted to re-occupy 
Constantinople and Adrianople and 
if British policy continues to oppose 
both these demands, the results are. 
bound to be grave in the extreme. 
But there is very little reason to 
believe that*loyd George will insist. 
What is taking place now would seem 
to indicate that the necessary change 
oE policy is rapidly taking form and 
that all that is n»w being sought is 
a decent cover for the inevitable re- 
treat. 
The disaster is supreme and 
final, but there is still a chance ot a 
dignified retirement which will mini- 
mize the loss of prestige, 
if 
not 
abroad at least in the house of com- 
mons, which is what really counts 
for Lloyd George. 
In any event it is idle to talk of 


another world war or of a general 
European conflagration. Europe has 
not the smallest intention of becom- 
ing embroiled in what is essentially 
a British venture, a gamble for com-! 
plete control of the Near East, which 
has come to grief. And neither Brit-- 
ish finances nor British publicjsenti- 
ment is in any condition to encourage 
the present government in risking a> 
new -war, which would, gravely dis- 
turb the Mohammedan populations 
all over the empire. 
* * * * 


There remain two dangers. The' 
Turks may refuse to permit the Brit- 
ish the decent interval which would 
enable them to change their 'policy 
without too patent surrender to pres- 
sure, the British may seek to post- 
pone too long the surrender which 
they "now nave to make. 
Either eventuality might 
mean 


conflict along the Asiatic shore of • 
the straits, fighting on the soil which 
from the siege Troy to that of Galli- 
poli has known many struggles, but 
there is really no reason why the 
Turk should risk war, when 
the 


fruits of victory are assured—arid 
under pressure, no one changes front 
so rapidly as Lloyd George. 
Probably we shall 
have 
many 


alarms in the next few days and 
even -weeks, we may even have out- 
post encounters, but 
actual 
war 


would seem to be becoming less and 
less likely as the days pass. The key 
to the Dardanelles is to be found in 
Mesopotamia and Palestine, in fact 
in the whole Mohammedan fraction 
of the British empire and the key is 
thus beyond the protecting reach ot 
the British fleet. If Britain were as- 
sured the support of any allies she 
might stick to her old, policy, but this 
aid has been refused. '

a dilemma each horn of which car- 
ries grave difficulties. 
To make war 


upon the victorious Turk is to risk a 
long and expensive struggle, to make 
peace is to surrender most of the 
prizes won in the war by the British. 
Americans are prone to forget that 
the east, everything from Constanti- 
nople to Siani is the scene of the 
greatest effort by British imperial 
statesmanship and thus to misinter- 
pret recent events. 


The work', war and the peace which 


foUowed, in giving Britain Mesopo- 
tamia, Palestine and virtual control 
at Constantinople, together with the 
control of the Greek array, the larg- 
est and best equipped force in the 
near east, seemed to establish control 
beyond challenge. At the same time 
the British had Keen able to reach a 
basis of agreement with the Arab 
and to restrict if not to eliminate 
French influence in ^he near east re- 
sulting from the Syrian mandate. 


n the case of Britain and Turkey. 
If Britain moves she will have to 
move alone and with the conscious- 
ness o£ the unconcealed disapproval 
of all continental nations. 
The Turkish affair is, however, the 


gravest defeat which Lloyd George 
lias known since he took office. 
A 


whole policy has come crashing down 
iu ruins and the consequences must 
affect the empire tor many years to 
come. In his duel with France, too, 
the Turkish episode, following 
the 
Genoa check, represents still another 
score for Poincare.
